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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1, 3 and 23-29 are allowable. The restriction requirement between 
Species A-K, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 3/31/2008, has been 
reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected species pursuant to 
MPEP § 803.02. The restriction requirement between species A-K is hereby 
withdrawn as to any species that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
Species A-G and l-K are no longer withdrawn from consideration and the prior art 
search has been extended to cover all nonelected species. . 

However, claims 6-10, directed to a bulking agent for paper and a method of 
producing a bulk sheet, and claims 11-18, directed to a paper manufacturing chemical 
agent particle and a method of producing the particle remain withdrawn from 
consideration because they do not require all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the species restriction requirement, 
applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application 
is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 
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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

CLAIMS 

Claims 6-18 are cancelled. 

In Claim 23, after the word "weight" and before the period, the words 
- of the powder composition- have been inserted. 

In Claim 24, the word "mixing" has been deleted. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the nearest 
prior art, Ikeda et al (20020117278) discloses adding to a papermaking pulp slurry a 
composition comprising the claimed hydrophobic materials, a water soluble polymer 
having a specified viscosity and/or molecular weight and a surfactant. The claimed 
water soluble saccharides are not disclosed, nor is a polymer comprising the claimed 
nonionic monomer. A powder composition and the claimed particle size are also not 
disclosed. Other prior art, Bung et al (51 16924) disclose internal sizing compositions 
comprising rosin or alkyl ketene dimer, a polymeric dispersant comprising monomers 
having the claimed dissolution parameter and an aluminum salt. The claimed 
hydrophobic materials, saccharides, particle size and powder composition are not 
disclosed. The prior art fails to teach the method of making a pulp sheet comprising a 
step of adding the composition as claimed to the pulp and there is no guidance that 
would make the step obvious to try. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
